‘The Board also acknowledges that under the present aystem the Colloc- 
tora of Customs have received many useful suggestions in regard to matters 
of provedure and that there haz been a general tendency on the purt of auditors 
towards a policy of constructive rather than merely eatructive eriticiam., 


57. ‘The Accountant General, Central Revenues, is of opinion, fom 
trnwal of the detailed reports sent to him by the principal auditors (who in 
turn base ther reports on the results of test nadits conducted by them) and 
from correspondence om various other matters relating to the audit of receipts

IMPORTANT COMMENT. 


Disposal of the surplus stocks of quinine belonging to the (lovernment of India—In 
ragraph 21 te of the Report ofthe Poblio Accounts Committee on the Appro. 
ptistion Accounts for 1929-30, the Committee commented on the me Sur 
stock of quinine amounting to about 300,000 Ibs. held by the Government of India 
‘and recommended that the ‘surplus should be disposed of in some way 80 08 cither 
to bring money to the Government of India or to give benefit to the malaria-stricken 
population of India’. In parayraph 15 of the Report of the Public Accounts Com- 
mittee on the Appropriation Accounts for 1030-31, the matter was agnin discussed 
and it waa recommended that the Government of India should come to on early 
decision and further that the possibility shonld be-examined of curtailing annual 
production and manufacture till the stocks were brought down to reasonable pro- 
ahaa The stock in hand on Ist April 1033 stood af 282,759 Ibs. as will appear 
the statement of Quinine Sulphate for 1932-33. 

The Government of India decided in August 1033 as below ond have called for 
quarterly reports on the progress made :— 
| (1) A reserve stock of quinine (ineluding Java quinine) to be set apart for 

meeting national emergencies. 

(2) The stock of quinine of the Government of Indin after further purifica- 
tion to be sold at a price not lower than a certain figure. 

($) Over-strength quinine to be sold after conversion inte tablets, 

(4) Crude quinine to be sold (when « ale can be effected) in the proportion 
of the surplus stocks of the Governments of Indiaand Bengul, viz, 
Lib. of India quinine to 2 Ths. of Bengal quinine. 

The Publio Accounts Committee for 1931-32 has recommended that in view 
of the impending constitutional changes it is undesirable that the Government of 
[ndin should at ite own expense maintain » large stock of quinine for supply to the 
Provincial Governments after the new constitution comes into being, and that there. 
fore if the arrangements now made for the disposal of the surplus stock are success- 
ful, the Government of India should reconsider the amount of the reserve stock to 
be maintained by them (Paragraph 10, Volume I, Part J, Report of the Public 
Accounts Committee for 1931-39). This questian if engaging the attention of the 
Govemment of India (January 1034).

6. The widespread trade depression which prevailed during the previous year 
continued during 1932-33. As « consequence of the curtailment of activitica of 
spending departments imposed Wy provailmg conditions and aggravated hy a 
further drop in commodity prices the operations of the Indian Stores Department 
‘were cerorels contracted and the revonue adversely affected. A point to be borne 
fn mind in reviewing the financial position of the Indinn Stores Department is the 
fact that the fees are calculated on value both inrespect of the stores purchased 
and the major portion of those inspected. The more, therefore, the Departmont 
fulfila ono of the peesery objects of ita existence, piz., the economical purchaso of 
stores for the public service, the leas it earns in fees. 

While the number of orders placed during the year increased from 34,925 to 
44,045, their value decroaeed from Rs. 3,60,00,00) to Rs, 3,30,90,003. ‘The decrease 
‘of 8-1 per cent. ia mainly, if not wholly, sttriputanle to continued drop in 
prices, which in soveral casea ehow oa decline of 20 to 90 per cent. Several 
conorete instances of full in prices have pean given in paragraph 23 of the Admimus- 
tration Report of the Department, for the year 1992-33. | | 

6. Another factor which contrinutes to the decline in the value of orders placed 
by the Department and thus adversely affects the financial position is the increasing 
pubheity of demands for stores resulting in favouraole prices. '

7. The chief cause of the depletion of the earnings of the Department wasa 
further heavy reduction in the demands for inspection of storea ordered by other 
epartments direct mainly in the orders for rails and fishplates, cast iron sleepers, 
rolling stock anid bridge and structural work received from Railway Administrations 
and other authorities, The fees earned on such orders during the year under review 
‘amounted to Ra, 1,701,874 only as compared with Ra. 4,660,080 during the year 1931-92 
and He. 452,072 during the year 1930-31.

form, and that the svstem of haying une common agent for several treasuries in thie 
Province was not quite satisfactory. It therefore asked the Local Government 
to consider the mutter and take euch measures as were calculated to prevent the 
recurrence of xuch defaleations in the Province, The system whereby it was possible 
to have a treasurer for more than one treastiry has since been discontinued and no 
treasurer is now responaible for more than one treasury in the Province.T 

5. United Provinees.—An emibezzloment of Re. 80,000 took place front the 
éurrency chest of a sub-trosaury and wae detected in March 1930, The laxity af 
wfiicore responsible for the administration of the enb-treasury facilitated the fraud, 
The Tehsildar was convicted by « criminal court, and Ra, 30,000 were ordered to be 
recovered from the eashivr out uf which Ra. 20,000 have already been recoverod 


while the halance ia due in 1934-35 and 1935-36. The officers who wore found guilt 


of nm se were penalised to the extent of Rs. 1,500 and Re, 250 were written off 
by the 1 Government asa charge against provincial revenies, The Government 





of India wrote off the balance of Ra. 45,250, but at the same time expressed the 
opinion that on principle such losses were not necessarily debitablo to central re- 
venues and that the Government of India teserved the right to debit the provincial 
Government for any such loeees in future, if the clroumstances justified such 
action, 

6. A los of Rs, 2,000 vecurred during the transmission of funda to « eub-tren- 
sury fromthe Sadr treasury. There was gross carelessness on the part. of varions 
officials and Government ordered the recovery of Ra, 10 from nach of the two eab- 
treasury officers concerned, the balance of the loss (Bs. 1,800) being written. off,* 

7. Assam:—On the occasion of a transfer of charge, the Incoming district officer 
suspected a defaleation in the treasury when a bag supposed to contain Re, 1,000 in, 
aH rupees was found to contain Ba, (00 and when on weighinent other bags proved 
light, The poddar of the treasury anticipated detection and shot himeelf. Tho: 
detailed examination of the treasury balance disclosed a shortage amounting to 
Rs. 27,106 almost entirely in atuall coinw made up of Rs, 3448 from the curmaey 
chest ; Re. 2,646 from the treasury single lock : Re, 1822 from the dounle lock and 
Ra, 10,280 from the amall ecin depot. The embezzlement apparently extended over! 
guveral years and wne due to negligence and non-observance of the elementary 
rules of treasury procedure with regard to the custody and control of coin. 

8. The Treasurer admitted that he entrusted the koys of the small coin depot 
to the poddar who also controlled the movements of the money bags to the strong 
room and prepared the abstract of cash balances for the daily accounts. The 
Treasury Officer chiefly concerned atated that the podder practically worked as the 
Treasurer. 

9. Rs, 13,350 of the shortage was in silver small coins, Had the roles for their 
monthly verifioation sy a percentage chock been observed by the District Officer, 
it is probatle that the defaleation in these would have come to light earlior, The 
rest of the shortage was in nickel and copper coins for which no detailed procedure 
of monthly veriflention haa been laid down, the rule on the: subject allowing full dis- 
cretion to the district officer to adopt any method which he considers satisfactory, 
The question of preverihing s detailed procedure is now under thy consideration 
of the Controller of thy Currency. | 

The Treasury Officer icnored the roles of daily procedure which, if observed, 
would have insured the detection of the shart weight of bape, the presence of canvas 
and coins of lower denominations with which some tags were stuffed to give them 
bulk and the absence of poddars «lips in token of count in over 100 hag.

5. As reported in the Important Comments under this Grant in last year’s 
Report {page 236) the system of coptrol of expenditure tinder ant-heads A and B 
has been modifial with effect from the let April 1939, The allutments ore not now 
distributed to different circles but the Central Board of Revenue exerciees control 
en the tnsis of returns and estimates of expenditure received from different 
accounting officers and of important anticipated acljustments, where arising. It 
remains to be seen whether this ayatem will result in improved control.

3: Defoloution in Khassadar Funds—Account Xf —A series of irregularities in 
the administration of kiwseadar funds including misapplication or loss of Govern - 
ment Toney wer poticed in a certain agency. The case waa investigated by» 
Commission of Enquiry appointed by the Local Government. The facts of the 
“oner ae have bein brought to mate aro that a sun of Rs, 62,005 was tnaccounted for 
or defalcatet by the Assistant Political Officer in complicity with » Moharrir and 
@lerk. The Commission of Enquiry was, however. satisfied that cums amounting 
to Re. 27, 905 had been spent on perieetly right and proper objects though the Assis. 
tant Political Officer had obtained no receipts and made to entry ft the payment 
in the register, ‘The net loss to Government was thus Rs. 35,000, 

4. The main irregularities committed in this case were :=— 


(L) Fictitious and forged acquittanee rolls showing disbursement of khassa- 
dara’ pay were prepared. 

(2) Money entrusted for payment to certain contractors was defaloated. 

(4) The accounts were so confused, so erroneous and #6 Incomplete that they 
gave no indication of the state of affairs, 


5. The Local Government were of opinion that the defaleation was to geome 
extent due to the inadequacy of tho accounting staff anid non-observance of the 
tales by the Aaiistant Political Offioar who was responsible for making dishursement 
out of the fund. As » result of the enquiry tho Acsistant Political Officer and a 
Moharrir have been dismissed from Governtient service and a clerk thade to retirn 
ona tedaced pension. Lt was decided with the concurrence of the Government of 
India that it wad undesirable to institute suits to effeet recovery from the estate 
of the Assistant Political Officer. Claims of khassadars and others which were 
considered to be-menuine have been ordered by-the Government of India to be paid 
mut of the khaasadar funds. 

| 6. This case revealed to audit that auch funds have been created by the Polit! 
tal Department of the North West Frontier Province without obtaini if Tegular 
and proper kanction. They are financed by money drawn from Goveryment trea- 
fury on monthly (t) contingent bills at the rate of 1/12th of the annual provision 
made in the sanctioned budget catimate on account of khaseadar contingencies 
and (ii) ettablishment bills prepared on the basis of the sanctioned strength of the 
khassadars irrespective of the fact whether the person® for whom pay waa drawn 
were aotuilly in employment of Government or not. Out of the amounts thug 
dtawn and credited to the funda, payments are made a5 and when occasion efises, 

T. Aa regard the prevention of such defaleations in future, the question of 
clover scrutiny and control of tho funda is under the careful consideration of the

Method of control over expenditure —The Pay and Aceounts Office, Delhi Civil 
Administration, which used to assist the Chief Commissioner, Delhi in the control 
of this grant, was abolished in December 1031. During 1032-33 certain departmental 
accounts appear to have been maintained by disbursing officers and theee were uti- 
lised for the purpose of control over expenditure, renppropriation, ste, In Septem- 
ber 1932 it was suggested to the Chief Commissioner that the full system of depart- 
mental accounts prescribed in the Government of India, Finance Department rules 
of 1926 should be followed—a system which prescribes the maintennnce of such 
mccounts in a particular form and monthly reconciliation with the sesounts main- 
tained in the office of thy Accountant General. Jt was not, however, fyund possible’ 
to introduce this system until Juno 1933 ond at present (January 1034) it ia not 
clear whether the system is working efficiently or not. In 1932-33, there was very 
little reconciliation of the departmental figures with the figures recorded in the botks 
of the Accountant General, Central Revenues, ond im consequence, the 
actuals reported by local officera for tho purpose of explaining the variations, 
differed in many cases from those adopted in this account. As the accounts of the 
year are cloved, these discrepancies have not been investigated. 


2. Temporary misappropriation of Rs», 3,332—The superintendent of a revenue 
collecting office rotained Re, 3,392 collected by him in the period March 1931 to March 
1932, and the fact came to light in October 1032 when another officer temporurily 
took over his duties, The Superintendent thereupon refunded the total amount 
snd, on the termination of a departmental inquiry, tendered hia resignation...

3, There waa some laxity on the part of the necountant with respect to the 
maintenance of his accounts for which a warning wae recorded in his charnoter roll. 

4. Although a set of registers and forma was in nee no instructions had been 
laid down as to the procedure for their maintenanve and such procedure as was in 
force seems to have been defect.ve. The qnestion of the tevision of the forma, the 
modification of the procedure and the formulation of a set of rules is under consi- 
deration, though it ts stated that the procedure lise been uverhouled and placed on 
what appears to he a satisfactory footing (December 1958), )
